Arrest of Roumanian

Entire Diplomatic Corps, Including Representatives of Neutral Coun- 
tries, Have Determined to Go in Body to Premier Lenine to De- 
mand Release of Ambassador—Flagrant Violation of Rights of 
Envoys, Action of Bolsheviki is Described—No Cause Assigned. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


PETROGRAD, Jan. 14. (Delayed).—The entire diplomatic corps. 
ineluding the neutral representatives, met at the American embass) 
today and determined to go in a body to Premier Lenine and demand 
the immediate release of Constantine Diamandi, the Roumanian 
minister. Ambassador Irancis, as dean of the corps, telephoned 
to Premier Lenine, asking for an immediate appointment. The dip 
lomats considered the arrest of the Roumanian minister as a most 
flagrant violation of the rights of envoys, necessitating the most 
urgeat action. The diplomatic corps has been unable to ascertain 
the reasons for the details concerning M, Diamandi’s arrest, and 
is taking the position that the cause of his arrest is of no consequence. 

The Bolsheviki authorities at the Simolny Institute declined to 
explain the arrest of the Roumanian minister to the Associated Press, 
saying that details would be given out later.

540 Petition re Fire Chief to Be Pre- 


sented ‘to the City 
Council 


Members of the Edmonton Fire De- 
partment are drafting a petition to 
the city council asking that the posi 
tlon of fire chief might be 
an appointment from out of the 
ranks of the present employees of the 
department, 

They ask that publicity might 
tiven to their petition in order 
the matter might be placed before 
citizens, as they urge that such an 
appointment is advisable from the 
standpoints of economy and efficiency. 

In support of their contention the

maintained by tha department under 
the late Fire Chief Ilenderson, who 
Was promoted from the ranks, and 
who had served six years in the de- 
partment before being given the poal- 
tion of chief. They held that this

sources who are concerned with fire 
protection. 

At present there is one written ap- 
plication from a member of the de- 
partment before the city commis- 
sioners. ‘Thfs is from Chief Engineer

fighter. It is stated that Engineer 
Jamieson has at times filled every 


position in the department, with the 
exception of acting as stenographer.

Canada has known coal resources 
almost immeasurable in extent.

We owe 
it to our Allies and to ourselves 
to adapt these tremendous 
sources to use as one branch of 
our war effort. 
Now or Never, 
‘The collapse of Russia’s national 
spirit and power of self-defence 
dds a new and compelling reason 
why the Allies must fight this war 
through to the absolute destruc- 
tion of German militarism. Ger- 
many aims to absorb Russia, by 
negotiations or by force of arms, or 
both; and Russia has neither the 
spirit nor the power to prevent it. 
'o allow the German military ma- 
chine to survive this war and to 
equip itself with the resources, hu 
ivan and material, of the Russian 
Mmpire, would be suicidal for the 
Alles. If Germany cannot be 
heaten now, it certainly could not 
be beaten twenty or fifty yeurs 
hhenee, when to the resourees which 


it now possesses it had added 
those of Russia. Whatever the 


Allies may think of the folly or 
duplicity of the Russians, or of 
the present Russian oligarchy, 
they cannot in safety to them- 
selves permit Germany to emerge 
fron this war with its military 
aims alive and with the opportun- 
ity to utilize Russia’s resources as 
un means of making these aims ef- 
fective some time in the future.

The Street Railway Question. 
Monday evening’s meeting dis- |

Pending the pro- 
duction of this definite plan the 
patron of the street railway may 
'as well familiarize himself with 
\the fact that it is more—not less 
—-money the street railway needs, 
and that the adoption of the zone 
system cannot mean an all-round 
reduction of fares. Whether or not 
it means less than a five cent fare 
for short-haul passengers it must 
assuredly mean more than a five- 
cent fare for those travelling long

France Has Made New Republic 
National Loan—Roumanians 
Are Bitter 


London, Jan. 15—France has loan- 
jed the Ukraine 2,000,000 roubles in 
gold, according to a dispatch from the 
| Odessa correspondent of the Times 
dated Friday. The French mint also 
has printed a large quantity of Uk~ 
raine paper money. | 

General Vinnichenko, president of | 
the Ukraine secretariat, it is added, in| 
the course of a long report to the 
rada, declared that Great Britain, 
France, the United States, Beigium 
and Roumania, were interested great- 
ly in the organization of the Ukraine} 
republic. He added: 

“As circumspect people they hesi- 
tate to recognize the republic com- 
pletely, but when they find it expedi- 
ent they will extend us their hands 
| which we will accept if we think it ne- 
| cessary.” | 

General Vinnichenko described the | 
Ukraine as an oasis of order and con-| 
fetitutional policy, saying: “One con- 
| stantly hears that the regeneration of | 
| the Muscovite monarchy is impossible | 
and, therefore, perhaps the Ukraine | 
will appear also as an oasis of a revo-| 
lutionary conquest.” j 

The correspondent of the Times says 
that the feeling of the Roumanians 
toward the Russians is embittered 
greatly. The Roumanians feel that! 
they have been thrice betrayed by 
Russia, first by the czar's government; | 
next by the provisional government, | 
and now, worst of all, by the Bolshe- 
viki government.
